"WE THE PEOPLE 


As I was saying the “‘Lord’s 
Prayer” in the old St. Louis 
Cathedral in St. Louis, during 
Sunday mass récently, I read the 
following that was written in 
Mosiac, in the ceiling, “Blessed 
are they that suffer persecution 
for justice sake.”

Gallo wine. 


I krave traveled much of 
Catifornia, the U.S. and many 
other countries, selling food and 
studying their agricultural 
methods. No other production 
areas even come near us in 
worker wages, benefits, comfort 
and economic freedom. 


My sympathy went out to the 
Gallo Wine Company of 
Modesto; which is being “ 
boycotted by Cesar Chavez and 
many of our church members. 
Mr. Gallo can’t raise grapes 
much cheaper than we can. The 
money and time Gallo has spent 
on anti-boycott activities can 
never be justified. He could 
easily say to the bishops of 
America; “Here my friends, you 
farm the damned vines. You 


_ come into my vineyard and learn 


by the sweat of the brow.” 


Presently we are harvesting a 
crop of wine grapes. To show a _ 
profit on wine grapes is nearly 
impossible. That is why six 
thousand acres of vines are being 
pulled out in the Delano area 
this fall. 


It is not dollars and cents that 
causes the Gallos to hold on and 
fight for the truth. Dismissing 
the workers and planting wheat 
would make more money. They 
are fighting for the workers’ . 
rights. They are being persecuted 
unjustly. Their reward will come 
later, in heaven. For it is written, 
“Blessed are they that suffer 
persecution for justice sake.” 


From one who has been 
burned out several times in the; 
past three years, thank you, you 
that will stand at the line and 
back no further.

WASHINGTON — A 1976 
national feed grain allotment of 
89 million acres has been 
announced by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA). 


The national allotment 
represents the harvested acreage 
that will produce the quantity of 
corn, sorghum and barley USDA 
estimates the U.S. will use 
domestically and for export 
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during the 1976-77 marketing 
year, 

The national allotment does 
not represent a limit on the 
amount of feed grains that may 
be planted. It is used solely as a 
basis for making payments to 
producers should the market 
price fall below the established 
target prices or if growers 
qualify for disaster payments. 

For 1975 the allotment was 
also 89 million acres.

The agreement calls for 
payment of $101,400 per year if 
‘.both a winter and summer 
seeding program are conducted. 
The previous three year contract 
which expired September 30 was 
for $83,000 per, vear. 


Weather modification was 
started on the Kings in 1954, 
and the activity is one of the 
oldest continuing programs of its’ 
kind. Analyses indicate the 
seeding of rain clouds over the 
area results in 5 to 7% annual 
gains in Pine Flat reservoir 
inflows or as much as 100,000 
additional acre feet of water in a 
year.

COTTON FIELD PLOW DOWN IS URGED 
IN FIGHT TO CONTROL PINK BOLLWORM 


down the field remnants of the 
1975 cotton crop as soon as 
possible to destroy habitat for 
any overwintering pink 
bollworms. 


‘‘Farmers will. be doing 
themselves and the ‘cotton 
industry a sérvice if they take 
care of this most important 
chore as soon as possible and 
well ahead of the regulatory 
cotton plowdown dates in their 
areas,’ said L.T. Wallace, 
Director of the California 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture. 


Regulations call for 
destruction of stubble and trash 
from the current crop no later 
than February 1 of the following 
year in the San Joaquin valley 
growing area, and March 1 in the 
desert growing areas. 


Purpose of thé regulations is 
to provide a “host free period” 
when no cotton is: available for 
pink bollworms to survive in 
between the old crop and the 
new crop. Normally, farmers 
plant the new crop about 
mid-March to mid-April of each 
year. 

Pink bollworm is considered 
the world’s most serious pest of 
cotton. It is found throughout 
the. southwest in Louisiana, 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, 
Nevada and _ the southern desert 
growing regions. of San 
Bernardino, Riverside, Imperial 
and a small part of San Diego 
counties. 

A large cooperative effort 
involving county, state and 
federal entities has mounted a 
sterile moth release program to 
keep pink bollworm out. of the 
San Joaquin valley. Flooding the 
valley with sterilized moths 
effectively reduces the chances 
for mating of any “natives,” 
Wallace said.
